London, Sept. 23.—A special dis- 


patch from Cape Town, today, says 
there was an extraordianry scene in 
the assembly Friday, during the de- 
bate on the registration of voters' 
bill. Cecil Rhodes, who hitherto has 
deprecated the possibility of hostili- 
ties, repeated the statement that sev- 
eral members had accepted money for 
electioneering purposes 
from 
the 


Transvaal government, with which 
England is now on the verge of war. 


The statement created a great im- 


pression. 


Later, speaking on the same bill, 


Mr. Rhodes pointedly indicated that 
some of the membeis were practi- 
cally guilty of treason, that they 
were "supporters of a ministerial 
party who lived entirely on offal" 
and were "nothing more than polit- 
ical scavengers." 


He called on the premier to hold 


these in check. 


The departure of more officers for 


the Cape and the denial of the Portu- 
guese minister that Great Britain is 
to take Delagoa Bay are the only de- 
velopments in the Transvaal situa- 
tion this morning. 


NOT REASSURING.

Throughout the country there has 


been a deal of misunderstanding con- 
cerning the history of Major General 
Henry W. Lawton the man. His 
military career is so illustrious as to 
be well known. Not so his private 
life. For instance, many newspaper

year in Iowa and about one year in 
Missouri. 
In 1858 my father re- 


turned to Fort Wayne and I entered 
the Fort Wayne Methodist Episcopal 
college as a student. Since that time 
Foit Wayne has been my home. I 
remained at college until the break- 
ing out of the war in April, 1861, 
when I enlisted in a company organ- 
ized by Captain W. P. Segur, which 
became part of the Ninth Indiana 
volunteers. At the close of my term 
ot service in that regiment I return- 
ed to Fort Wayne and immediately 
re-enlisted with Captain 0. D. Hurd, 
whose company became part of the 
Thirtieth Indiana 
volunteers. At 


the close of the war I returned to Fort 
Wayne as colonel of that regiment, 
entered the office of Judge Ninde 
(Ninde & Taylor) to read law. In 
the summer of 1866 at the solicita- 
tion of Judge Ninde I left his office 
to take a law course at Harvard uni- 
versity, at Cambridge, Massachu- 
setts. I was a student at that in- 
stitution when I received an appoint- 
ment in the regular army, which I 
accepted. 


"As I was appointed to the army 


from the state of Indiana and as I 
was at the time a citizen and resi- 
dent of Fort Wayne, my military 
service should not affect my residence 
or citizenship, and I still remain a 
resident of Fort Wayne and a citizen 
of that state. I have a letter before 
me from G. W. Boerger, secretary of 
Harmony lodge No. 19, I. 0. 0. F., 
dated Fort Wayne, Indiana, Febru- 
ary 24th, 1899, in which the follow- 
ing occurs: 


" 'I have a book before me in which 


you signed the constitution on the 
night of your initiation, and it reads, 
H. W. Lawton, residence, Fort 
Wayne, Ind., age, 21, 
occupation, 


soldier, date, March 24th, 1864. This 
makes you the oldest living member, 
etc.'

When the appeal 
bonds were prepared the defendants, 
Balsinger and Thomas, for the first 
time knew of the big costs assessed 
against them, a total of $47 in each 
cose. To get even they claimed fees 
in the case against Baker, but it was 
too late. He had stayed the docket. 
In no case were the fine and costs 
more than 815 and the total for the 
three cases does not 
exceed $42. 


Thus have Shirley and his friends 
claimed enough in witness fees to 
pay the fines and costs against them, 
but there is a small sum left which 
can be used if there are any more 
fines assessed against the Shirleyites. 


The Thomas and Balsinger cases go 


up to the circuit court, and 
more 


costs will accrue, and as Shirley will 
have numerous witnesses on hand, 
all of whom will claim their fees, it 
appears that the Shirleyites will ac- 
cumulate a neat surplus for future 
use, providing, of course, that the 
circuit court sustains France's deci- 
sion.

If there has been any wanton or 


heedless desecration of church prop- 
erty by American soldieis in the 
Philippines, we have no doubt that 
the war department will promptly 
take measures to prevent its recur- 
rence and to punish those guilty of 
the offense. 
We have great doubt, 


howevei, that this charge can right- 
ly be sustained against our troops. 
That some injuiy has been done to 
the churches and other ecclesiastical 
buildings during the war in the Phil- 
ippines was inevitable. They are the 
most conspicuous and most sub- 
stantial buildings on the islands and 
in eveiy village the church is a sort 
of citadel, frequently occupied as 
such by the Spanish troops in former 
wars and usually the centre of attack 
and defense. It is quite likely that 
in the recent operations against the 


1 insurgents some of the churches have 
| been utilized for military purposes, 
and this may involve a certain meas- 
ure of apparent disrespect, that a 
reverent mind would regard as dese- 
cintion. 
That it was intentional or 


conscious disrespect we do not be- 


lieve. Such a thing would be unlike- 
ly among American soldiers or under 
the command of American officers. 


It looks as if Canada were trying 


to set up a Monroe doctrine of her 
own within the empire. Her instiga- 
tion of the British colonial office to 
disallow the Jamaican treaty because 
it discriminated against Canadian 
trade was not merely prompted by 
business interests, but by the feeling 
against British interference in the 
assumed Canadian sphere of influence 
on this continent. There is no doubt 
that this feeling has grown stronger 
in recent years. No matter how will- 
ing the colonial office would be to sell 
or trade Jamaica, Canadian opposi- 
tion would be exerted to the point 
of rebellion in older to prevent it. 
The same feeling compelled the ap- 
pointment of four Canadians on the 
Anglo-American joint high commis- 
sion. 
It was thought that Great 


Britain had no right to come over 
heie and rule the negotiations, al- 
though we can't recognize Canada at 
all in the matter. 
Probably our 


neighbois have taken a leaf from oui 
book.

COUNTY COUNCILS AGAIN. 


[Indianapolis News.) 


The papers in all parts of the state 


aie reporting- with interest the pro- 
cedings of the county councils in 
dealing with estimates for the com- 
ing yeai's expenditures. 
In most 


cases the councils are "cutting and 
slashing," to use the favorite words 
of the headlines. The county officers, 
who were, in considerable numbers, 
opposed to the county reform legisla- 
tion, have, in numerous instances, 
made excessive estimates, perhaps in 
the hope of discrediting the reform; 
peihaps in the hope of getting largei 
allowances. One feature of the esti- 
mates in nearly every office that is 


j striking is the great amount of sta- 


[ tionery required to keep things go- 


! ing. 
Stationery is a .wonderfully 


, flexible term. Like charity, it may 
be made to cover a multitude of sins. 
And there is a shrewd suspicion that 
in many cases it does. 


Some county officers urge that it is 


practically 
impossible 
to 
foresee 


what amounts they will require of 
various blanks, supplies and serv- 
ices, and that, therefore, they must 
make large estimates. 
But the coun- 


cils are wisely taking the view that 
it is better appropriations for supplies 
should be too small than too large. 
There is a tendency among public of- 
ficers to spend "all that the law al- 
lows" in every case. 
They usually 


look on a man that turns back any 
part of an appropriation into the 
treasury as giving evidence of weak- 
ness. 
It is so easy to spend other 


people's money, and especially the 
money of the people as a whole. 


The county councils, therefoie. are 


doing well in scrutinizing every esti- 
mate and every demand for an appro- 
priation for a specific purpose. When 
they are through with the work, it is 
going to be interesting to compare 
lesults in the various counties and 
parts of the state. 
The statistics 


ought to be of great value in the fu- 
ture. People in one county will not 
look with much toleiation on officers 
nnd council that make their county's 
expenses much gieater than those of 
other counties of similar population 
and resources. 


The work of the councils so far is 


justifying the leform legislation. At 
the same time we must bear in mind 
that the present councils are not a 
peifect test of the law 
The mem- 


bers of these councils have been ap- 
pointed by the circuit judges of the 
state. The councils hereafter will be 
elected. Whether we shall get ftp 
foorl men. as able and conscientious 
men. 
for the councils by election as 


we have by appointment remains to 
bp seen. The office is one of dignity 
and great usefulness. 
The pay at- 


tached to it is so small that it will 
not attract men that seek office for 
what there is in it. 
For these rea- 


sons we shall hope that men of genu- 
ine civic zeal and public interest may 
always be secured for the councils.

The members of the Fort Wayne 


Lodge of Railway Trainmen have 
not given up the idea that Fort 
Wayne can get the trainmen's head- 
quarters, which are to be moved 
from Peoria, 111., as soon as a new 
home has been chosen. 
There have 


been intimations that Cleveland was 
certain to get the lodge's headquar- 
ters, but this appears to be a canard. 


There are almost 600 lodges in the 


country and each of them must cast 
a vote before the matter is finally de- 
termined. 
There is one strong ob- 


jection to Cleveland which cannot be 
overcome and as long as this objec- 
tion stands the local trainmen believe 
the headquarters will not go to the 
Forest City. At the last convention 
P. H. Morrissey, grand mastei, and 
other officers stated that they much 
preferred to be located in a town of 
50,000 than in one four or five times 
as large and there have been many 
expressions favorable to Fort Wayne 
by members of lodges in other cities. 


Friday a committee of four train- 


men visited John B. Worming, sec- 
retary of the Commercial club, and 
explained matters to him. The com- 
mittee was desirous of knowing 
whether or not the Commercial club 
would offer any inducement for the 
headquarters to be moved to Fort 
Wayne. 
The committee was of the 


opinion that a proper 
offer would 


certainly land P. H. Morrissey and 
his assistants in Fort Wayne. Should 
Cleveland be the only city in the con- 
test against Fort Wayne the commit- 
tee felt certain that Fort 
Wayne 


would get the headquaiters. In the 
offices thiity-nine men are employed 
and there is more than $300,000 in 
the tieasury of the lodge, $50,000 
of which is always kept on deposit 
subject to check. 


Secretary Monning said he believed 


that the Commercial club would do 
a great deal to bring the headquar- 
ters to Fort Wayne and arranged 
with the committee to attend the 
next meeting of the business men on 
the evening of October 1 and bring 
the matter officially before the club. 


Members of the committee said 


that if Fort Wayne was selected and 
the headquartets moved befoie the 
next annur.l convention there was 
every indication that hereafter con- 
ventions of the order would be held 
in this city 
There was a big senti- 


ment at the last convention in favor 
of moving the headquarters 
into 


some centrally located 
city 
and 


thereafter hold the conventions at 
the headquarters. 
At the last con- 


vention there were over 500 dele- 
gates and as the grand lodge remains 
in session ten days or more this 
means a great deal for a city the size 
of Fort Wayne. The local trainmen 
aie very anxious to have the assist- 
ance of business men in their efforts 
to bring the headquarters to the city 
and there is no doubt now but that 
the Commercial club will offer some 
inducement for them to come here.

day, October 27, as Arbor and Bird 
day in Indiana in the following proc- 
lamation: 


"To the sturdy pioneers of Indiana, 


especially, the rapid disappearance of 
our native forests is painfully appar- 
ent; indeed, there now remains but an 
infinitesimal fraction of the vast ex- 
panse of thickly-wooded hills, val- 
leys and plateaus—God's first temples 
—that originally adorned this favor- 
ed land of ours. 
The majestic oak, 


the stately walnut, the richly-crown- 
ed elm and other varieties of native 
trees have succumbed to the wood- 
man's ax, and with them has gone 
the embracing vine that added so 
much to the picturesque beauty of the 
primitive forests. 
Much of this de- 


struction was necessary 
to the ac- 


complishment of an ideal civiliza- 
tion; much of it was wanton. While 
lamenting these conditions, our peo- 
ple should not hesitate or delay in 
applying a remedy—a substitute—to 
whatever extent that is practicable 
and possible. 
This may be accomp- 


lished, in some measure, by the gen- 
eral observation of at least one day 
of each year set apart for the plant- 
ing of trees, shrubs and vines. 


"It is meet and proper that the ini- 


tiative should be taken by the pupils 
in our universities, colleges and com- 
mon schools. It will constitute an 
important step in good citizenship— 
an object lesson in the responsibili- 
ties that must come with maturer 
life. No monument is more imposing 
than a stately tree, and he who plants 
it may watch its developement as a 
thing of life with which is associated 
a volume of precious 
memories. 


Therefore, 
Conformably 
with 
a 


praiseworthy custom, I hereby desig- 
nate Friday, October 27, 1899, 
as 


Bird and Arbor day, nnd hereby in- 
voke the earnest co-operation of all 
citizens, especially 
those who are 


identified with the educational insti- 
tutions of the state, for the dedica- 
tion of the day aforesaid to the plant- 
ing of trees, shrubs and vines, and 
for taking such action as may be 
deemed most practicable for the pro- 
tection and fostering of our native 
birds."

Before hitting we must know exactly 
what we are hitting at, and whether 
the blow will hurt more than it helps. 
EXPANSION NOT IMPERIALISM. 


"So again, when they come to deal 


with expansion, they juggle words. 
They state insincerely what they 
know is not true, and strive to bring 
shame and dishonor on the country 
for their own political 
advantage. 


They say they are against imperi- 
alism. So are we. Not an American 
in the land favors imperialism, and 
they know this. 
They profess to

The Wabash canal was completed

It gave employ- 


ment to 100,000 men, and catching 
that tide 
of immigration 
which 


flowed westward in the early half of 
the century, diffused it through the 
wide northwest. 
It attracted both 


capital and labor—not alone from the 
seaboard states, but 
from foreign 


countiies. And it became the nucleus 
of a permanent and tremendous im- 
provement. 


It was built in eleven years. Less 


than ten years after its completion 
disintegration begun. 
Thirty years 


after that anniversary of Washing- 
ton's birth when Commissioner Vigus 
so diamatically '-turned the first 
spadeful of earth," the canal was 
abandoned. 
But its mission was 


more than tha handling of freight 
and passengers. 
Its building at- 


tracted from the east and projected 


into the west a tremendous popula- 
tion which fixed the status of a newer 
"Northwest Territory." 
More than 


any one other agency it developed 
that area Virginia ceded to the gen- 
eral government in 1784; and if its 
building helped temporarily to im- 
poverish a state, its legacy of pros- 
perity has helped to enrich a nation.

year in Iowa and about one year in 
Missouri. 
In 1858 my father re- 


turned to Fort Wayne and I entered 
the Fort Wayne Methodist Episcopal 
college as a student. Since that time 
Fort Wayne has been my home. I 


mined at college until the break- 


ing out of the war in April, 1861, 
when I enlisted in a company organ- 
ized by Captain W. P. Segur, which 
became pnrt of the Ninth Indiana 
volunteers. At the close of my term 
of service in that regiment I return- 
ed to Fort Wayne and immediately 
re-enlisted with Captain 0. D. Hurd, 
whose company became part of the 
Thirtieth Indiana 
volunteers. At 


the close of the war I returned to Fort 
Wayne as colonel of that regiment, 
entered the office of 
Judge Ninde 


(Ninde & Taylor) to read law. 
In 


the summer of 18GG at the solicita- 
tion of Judge Ninde I left his olBce 
to take a law course at Harvard uni- 
versity, at Cambridge, Massachu- 
setts. I was a student at that in- 
stitution when I received an appoint- 
ment in the regular army, which I 
accepted. 


"As I was appointed to the army 


from the state of Indiana and as I 
was at the time a citizen and resi- 
dent of Fort Wayne, my military 
service should not affect my residence 
or citizenship, and I still remain a 
resident of Fort Wayne and a citizen 
of that state. I have a letter before 
me from G. W. Boerger, secretary of 
Harmony lodge No. 19, I. O. O. F., 
dated Fort Wayne, Indiana, Febru- 
ary 24th, 1899, in which the follow- 
ing occurs: 


'I have a book before me in which 


you signed the constitution on the 
night of your initiation, and it reads, 
H. 
W. Lawton, residence, Fort 


Wayne, Ind., age, 21, occupation, 
soldier, date, March 24th, 1804. This 
makes you the oldest living member, 
etc.' 


stories declare he is au incorrigible 
bachelor who never had a love affair 
in his life. 
This v/ns nil very well 


until the dispatches from 
Manila 


told of the heroism of the general's 
young son on the firing line. Then

around Manila. Here in Fort Wayne 
General Lawton is well known and 
well remembered by many citizens, 
especially his comrades in the civil 
war. 
But there has

outside his brilliant military career.

A. R., of this city, and a former com- 
rade of General Lawton, wrote him 
for information and has received the 
following letter, which will be of 
general interest:

Hon. Robert B. Shirley up to the 


present time appears to have away 
the best of it in the factional fight 
which has been waging at Shirley 
City. He has been fined once or twice 
and so has his friend, Alex Baker, 
but it appears now that after the dif- 
ficulties are all ended, if they ever 
are, all his troubles will have cost the 
Hon. Robert not a cent. Friday in 
Justice France's court Alex

was fined $1 and costs, and Albert

costs, making" a total expense to Ba- 
ker of about $13.

tice France and put in a claim of two 
days' fees in the coses against Bal- 
singer and Thomas.

tame sum charged against Thomas, a 
total of 62.40. When the

against them, a total of $47 in each 
case. To get even they claimed fees 
in the case against Baker, but it was 
too late. He had stayed the docket. 
In no case were the fine and costs 
more than $15 and the total for tho 
three cases 
does not 
exceed $42.

claimed enough in witness fees to 
pay the fines and costs against them, 
but there is a small sum left which 
can be used if there are any more 
fines assessed against the Shirleyites.

It looks as if Canada were trying 


to set up a Monroe doctrine of her 
own within the empire. Her instiga- 
tion of the British colonial office to 
disallow the Jamaican treaty because 
it discriminated against Canadian 
trade was not merely prompted by 
business interests, but by the feeling 
against British interference in the 
assumed Canadian sphere of influence 
on this continent.

doing well in scrutinizing every esti- 
mate nnd every demand for an appro- 
priation for a specific purpose. When 
they nre through with the work, it is 
going to be interesting to compare 
results in the various counties nnd 
parts of the stnte. 
The statistics 


ought to he of grent value in the fu- 
ture. People in one county will not 
look with much toleration on officers 
nnd council that make their county's 
expenses much greater than those of 
other counties of similar population 
nnd resources. 


The work of the councils so far is 


justifying the reform legislation. At 
the same time we must bear in mind 
thnt the present councils nre not n 
perfect test of the Inw. 
The mem- 


bers of these councils hnve been ap- 
pointed by the circuit judges of the 
state. The councils hereafter will be 
elected. Whether we 
shall get 
ns 


good men, as able and conscientious 
men. 
for the councils by election ns 


we Imve by appointment remains to 
be seen. The office is one of dignity 
nnd great usefulness. 
The pny nt- 


t.flchfid to it is so small that it will 
not attract men thnt seek office for 
what there is in it. 
Tor these rea- 


sons we shall hope thnt men of genu- 
ine civic zeal and public interest may 
always be secured for the councils.

A COMMITTEE CALLS ON THE 


SECRETARY OF THE COMMER- 


CIAL CLUB. 


The members of the Fort Wayne 


Lodge of Railway 
Trainmen have 


not given up the idea that Fort 
Wayne can get the trainmen's head- 
quarters, 
which ore to he moved 


from Feoria, 111., as soon as a new 
home has been chosen. There have 
been intimations that Cleveland was 
certain to got the lodge's headquar- 
ters, but this appears to be a canard. 


There are almost 600 lodges in the 


country and each of them must cast 
a vote before the matter is finally de- 
termined. 
There is one strong ob- 


jection to Cleveland which cannot be 
overcome and as long as this objec- 
tion stands the local trainmen believe 
the headquarters will not go to the 
Forest City. At the last convention 
P. H. Mornssey, grand master, and 
other officers stated that they much 
preferred to be located in n town of 
50,000 than in one four or five times 
as large and there have been many 
expressions favorable to Fort Wayne 
by members of lodges in other cities. 


Friday a committee of four train- 


men visited John B. Monning, sec- 
retaiy of the Commercial club, and 
explained matters to him. The com- 
mittee wns desirous of knowing 
whether or not the Commercial club 
would offer any inducement for the 
headquarters to be moved to Fort 
Wnyiie. The committee was of the 
opinion that n proper offer 
would 


certainly land P. H. Morrissey and 
his assistants in Fort Wayne. Should 
Cleveland be the only city in the con- 
test against Fort Wayne the commit- 
tee felt certain that Fort Wayne 
would get the headquarters. In the 
offices thirty-nine'men are employed 
and there is more than $300,000 in 
the treasury of the lodge, $50,000 
of which is always kept on deposit 
subject to check. " 


Secretary Monning said he believed 


that the Commercial club would do 
a great deal to bring the headquar- 
ters to Fort Wayne- and arranged 
with the committee to attend the 
next meeting of the business men on 
the evening of October 1 and bring 
the matter officially before the club. 


Members of the committee said 


that If Fort Wayne was selected and 
the headquarters moved before the 
next nnnur.l convention there wns 
every indication that hereafter con- 
ventions of the order would be held 
in this city. There was a big senti- 
ment at the last convention in favor 
of moving1 the headquarters 
into 


some centrally located city mid 
thereafter hold the conventions at 
the headquarters. At the last con- 
vention there were over 500 dele- 
gates and as the grand lodge remains 
in session ten days or more this 
means a great deal for a city the size 
of Fort Wayne. The local trainmen 
are very anxious to have the assist- 
ance of business men in their efforts 
to bring the headquarters to the city 
and there is no doubt row but thiii. 
the Commercial club will offer some 
inducement for them to come here.

GOVERNOR MOUNT PROCLAIMS 


ARBOR DAY. 


The Day is Named When All Indi- 


anians Ought to Plant Sonta 


Sort of a Tree. 


Governor Mount has set aside Fri- 


day. October 27, as Arbor and Bird 
day in Indiana in the following proc- 
lamation: 


'To the sturdy pioneers of Indiana, 


especially, the rapid disappearance of 
our native forests is painfully appar- 
ent; indeed, there now remains but an 
infinitesimal fraction of the vast ex- 
panse of thickly-wooded hills, val- 
leys and plateaus—God's first temples 
—that originally adorned- this favor- 
ed land of ours. The majestic oak, 
the stately walnut, the richly-crown- 
ed elm and other varieties of native 
trees have succumbed to the wood- 
man's ax, nnd with them has gone 
the embracing vine that added so 
much to the picturesque beauty of the 
primitive forests. 
Much of this de- 


struction was necessary to the ac- 
complishment of an ideal civiliza- 
tion; much of it was wanton. While 
:nmenting these conditions, our peo- 
ple should not hesitate or delay in 
applying a remedy—a substitute—to 
whatever extent that is practicable 
nnd possible. This may be nccomp- 
ished, in some measure, by the gen- 
eral observation of nt least one dny 
of each year set-apart for the plant- 
ing of trees, shrubs and vines. 


"It is meet and proper that the ini- 


tiative should be taken by the pupils 
in our universities, colleges nnd com- 
mon schools. It will constitute an 
important step iu good citizenship— 
an object lesson in the responsibili- 
ties that must come with maturer 
ife. No monument is more imposing 
than n stately tree, and he who plants 
t may watch its developement ns a 
thing of life with which is associated 
a 
volume of precious 
memories. 


Therefore, 
conformably 
with 
n 


praiseworthy custom, I hereby desig- 
nate Friday, October 27, 1899, as 
Bird and Arbor day, and hereby in- 
voke the earnest co-operation of all 
citizens, especially those who are 
dentified with the educational insti- 
:utions of the state, for the dedlca- 
,ion of the day aforesaid to the plant- 
ng of trees, shrubs and vines, ftnd 
'or taking such action as may be 
deemed most practicable for the pro- 
tection and fostering of our native 
jirds."

ELIZA ARCHARD CONNER'S NOTES ON 


THE HOME BOUND TRIP. 


»hl|—Tho Voj-iine TI,ro,,Kl' ihe «ed- 
ilerrniuMMi—OII«MI!»K For American 
Trade In the OrK-nt nnd Levant. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


GIBRALTAR, Aug. 38.—"Whoever gets 


left in the coming struggle for the 
orient, it is certain the Japanese will 
not be. They are as aggressive, wido 
awako and up to date as an English 
sparrow in an American whentlield. Aa 
a maritime people they are making tre- 
mendous strides. Every harbor in tho 
east is already dotted with u'uo modern 
commercial steamers floating the flag 
of Japan, a red globe upon a white field. 
The longest regular steamer line in tho 
world is Japanese, from Yokohama to 


PASSING UriJltALTAU. 


Antwerp. Tho round trip requires five 
months, and one steamer makes it only 
twice a year. Tho lino is primarily for 
tho currying of freight, what the Brit- 
ish call a cargo line, but the steamers 
also take a limited number of passen- 
gers at rates cheaper than tho regular 
passenger vessels, which go faster. 
Thus the longer time you spend ou tho 
sea the more you get your money's 
worth. 


A queer mix are the officers andcrewa 


of these Japan European steamers. The 
captain and the leading nflicera are 
British, the chief engineer being often 
a Scotchman, liko "McAndrcws." The 
seamen and petty officers, tho steward 
and cabin boys and the ship's surgeon 
and purser aro Japanese. Tho relations 
between tho two races aro civil and 
good tempered enough on one of thcso 
tthipfl, but they aro not mutually pre- 
senting one another with lucks uf their 
liair for keepsakes. The Jap thinks h 
is as good as anybody on this planet 
The Briton knows he is better than any- 
body else. Ib in a matter which long 
since passed tho etage of belief witt 
him. Coniwijnently tho contempt that 
speaks itself in thd exclamation, "E's 
a bloody fnrriner; punch 'is Vad!" can- 
not help manifesting itnelf slightly from 
Briton to Jap.. 


Tho food on these Fillips is good ftni3 


well served, but the occidental passim' 
ger will come to tho conclusion that tin 
head steward onght to bo n white man. 
Oriental ideas of cleanliness aro not as 
those of the west. The oriental notion 
of cleanliness is to batho frequently and 
change your clothing reasonably often. 
Niceties of handkerchief, table napkin 
and toweling for the oriental mind are 
not. 
In these hot countries tho waiter 


carries upon his fihonldcr or tucked 
around hia wniut the towel with which 
he polishes the glass and diinawnro of 
tho dining table. The Jap is very kind 
and obliging. If you ask yonr waiter 
for a cooling drink, ho will quickly gut 
it for you. First ho wipes the perspira- 
tion from his brow with life dish towel. 
Then ho takes the samo towel and with 
it carefully polishes till it shines tho 
glass into which he pours yonr drink. 
If yon should hint that this were not 
wholly a cleanly proceeding, ho would 
be stricken dumb with amazement. 


There are several lines of steamers 


from Yokohama to Europe. 
They stop 


at tho principal ports all along the'east- 
ern nnd southern coasts of Asia, giving 
from one to three days to each. Tho 
tourist thus lias time to sco each 
city with considerable thoroughness. At 
Hongkong and Singapore are steamer 
lines connecting with Manila, and at 
these and otlior ports the traveler may 
take steamer to Calcutta and Bombay. 
A railroad across India will take ouo 
from Calcutta to Bombay if ho wishes 
to vary his journey in that way. 


At Bombay he may get a steamer for 


Europe. Tlurtouriat who takes photo 
graphs, especially if he is able to de- 
velop and print them himself, may 
carry home with him a collection of 
rare views. Once at home, the purchase 
of a magic lantern and screen of tho sine 
adapted to small parlor entertainments 
will enable him to give genuine pleasure 
and instruction to his friends. 
Only 


plates should be taken with tho cameras 
to the orient, however, in no case the 
rolls of films. .Tho great heat and damp 
of the tropics melt and spot tho films 
and render them useless. 


"Westward through the gnlf of Aden 


tho ship fltenma and up through the Red 
sea and tho Suez canal into tho shining 
blue Mediterranean. There tho usual 
course leads through tho classic strait 
of Messina, between Italy and Sicily. 
In tiio strait of Messina, where 4,00( 
years ago, more or less, Ulysses lashed 
himself to the mast, that the alren 
might not Inro him to destruction ii 
tho whirlpools of Scylla and Charybdis 
tho great modern vessel steams mnjcs 
tically and in perfect safety. And alas 
for ancient romance! Tho only siren ii 
our day is tho ship's shrieking whistl< 
of tlmt immn, and I ho world old town 
of Mcmlim itself in'lighted liy-elec 
trieHy. Bnt what carftwc? There i 
more of rent marvel, of real mhacio, ii 


• one of those BBIIIO electric lights thn 


gloniii acrpw the sea at old Messina than 


in all the made up tales of antiquity. 
We are glad wo are alive, here and now. 


On we go, passing between the is- 


lands of Corsica and Sardinia, north- 
ward to Marseilles, France. There for 
many tho steamer journey ends, they 
taking train to Paris or elsewhere. But 
for passengers who do not desert the 
ship there remains yet an enchanting 
part of tho voyage, that through the 
great gates of Gibraltar, from which 
place this letter is mailed, up around 
Spain, through the bay of Biscay and 
the English channel to Great Britain. 


On the journey westward from the 


*ar east I was impressed with the trade 
jossibilities of the orient and tho 
Levant. At Colombo a stoppage of three 
days was made for more cargo. The rich 
did varied freight that is taken in by the 
thousands of tons all along tho coast of 
south Asia has made tho fortune of 
Sonerations of all peoples except Amer- 
icans and will continue to make that of 
generations more. It is a pity the Unit- 
ed States has no share in this costly 
commerce. It is not that our wares are 
not wanted here. They aro wanted. In 
every place 1 have visited in this part j 
of the world I havo beard sung the 
^raises of American food 
products. 


Dulifornia canned fruits are beyond 
comparison the best in tho world. So 
ire onr tinned and potted meats. Peo- 
ple of every nationality admit it with- 
out dispute. Then, too, there is the 
kind of cream that is condensed or 
evaporated without sweetening. It is in 
demand and often impossible to get in 
the orient. I have even heard many 


>od words spoken f or American cheese. 
American tinned butter is not, bow- 


eve?, a distinguished success in tho 
orient. Much of it becomes unfit even 
to grease harness with soon after it is 
opened, if, in fact, it was not that way 
before being opened. I do not know 
why it is, but the Danes beat us in 
canned butter. I am sure, however, 
that efforts to extend tho trade in our 
fruits and meats, both fresh and pre- 
served and tinned, would bo crowned 
with abundant success. 


"While at Colombo I heard a story that 


is worth telling concerning the native 
healers, or uicdiciuo men, of Ceylon. 
They congregate mostly in Kandy, tho 
ancient capital of the island- It is suf- 
ficiently well authenticated that they 
perform feats in surgery which seem 
like miracles. Tho story I heard, which 
was told me by an eyewitness, is this: 
A number of native laborers wero clear- 
ing the forest in tho interior of Ceylon. 
A tree fell across ono poor fellow's leg, 
crushing it at tho knee joint and break- 
ing it again at the ankle. At tho knee 
a bono protruded through tho skin. 


Tho white man who was superintend- 


ing tho work bound up tho limb in 
splints and prepared to send tho native 
to hospital. Ho refused fiatly to go and 
directed that ho should be sent to tho 
Cingalese medicine men at Kandy. His 
wishes wero regarded. Ho was lifted 
into a bullock cart and driven 40 niilen 
to Kandy. What tho native surgeons 
did to tho log neither Jin nor they would 
tell. They certainly poulticed it with 
somo kind of a mixture of various 
herbs, but tlmt is all ono knows. ItJs 
tho fact, though, as told mo by ono who 
saw him, tlmt in less than a month tho 
man with the horribly mangled leg was 
walking about upon it as before and 
had returned to his work. 


At Colombo onr ship was put in 


inarautine because wo had touched at 
'cnantr., a plague infected port. None 
of us had the plague. But the miser- 
able "greenery yallery" quarantine flag 
at onr maat was of a hue to down a

COECOTAH, I. T., Sept 10.—Within 


the past ten years the population of the 
Indian Territory has nearly doubled. 
About 75 per. cent of this increase is 
white emigration. Tho total population 
is estimated at 3.10.000, of which 70.- 
000 are Indians. 
This remarkable 


growth of population is duo to two 
causes—tho fertility of tho soil and the 
easy manner iu which land was ob- 
tained. In order that tho outside pale- 
face may understand tho very much 
complicated affairs in this territory, it 
may be stated that the Indian Territory 
is composed of Five Nations, with tho 
following population.: Creek, 1.1,000; 
Cherokee, 33,000; Choctiiw, 15,000; 
Chickasaw, 15.000; Kcminole, 1.000. 
These little nations each embraceji ter- 
ritory 
averaging about 100 by 100 


miles in extent, merely counties in size. 


In tho thirties these tribes were "es- 


iled" from Georgia, Alabama, Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana and Florida, aiid since

Things superlatively dirty in the States 
are immaculate whitfines.% besido tho 
depths of mire in which tho natives of 
these lands wallow. 


There is just ono gospol that must be 


dinned a'7id drummed into these heathen 
wretches before they can learn any oth- 
er. It is tho gospel of cleanliness pure 
and simple. Shout it from tho house- 
tops; proclaim it in Iho streets. Turn 
a hose into their vile dens and wash 
the creatures out. Then take thorn by 
the hair and. apply a scrubbing brnsh 
to them mid burn up their old rags. 
Then perhaps you can make an impres- 
sion on them with tho other part of the 
gospel of Christianity.

had its own tribal government. e:ich 
independent of the other, liko stales in 
the Union, but not fctnned under a 
general government. On the contrary, 
thu nations wore frequently at wur 
with each other, and where Checitlali 
now stands wan fought thu decisive bat- 
tle between the Crc-eks and their Choc- 
taw neighliora which gave thy Creukt 
independence. This Osagcs next invadeti 
tho Creek territory and left 40U dew1 
ou the field, the Creeks losing nearly n; 
many. 
Indians do not tako prisonur; 


in battle. Aftor exiling them from thcii 
homes the government virtually lef 
them to work out their future?, and 
though their tribal wars largely dcci 
mated their numbers, their contac 
with civilization and its whisky ha: 
been more destructive. Shortly aCte: 
their immigration adventitious wbit< 
people invaded their territory, contrary 
to tho laws of both countries. Many < 
theao wore refugees from justice. They 
were more Bccnro hero than they wer 
in Texas or California, then also place 
of refuge for absconding criminals. In 
living among tho Indians they had tli 
advantage of being enabled to get a 
much land as they wanted, virtnall; 
without priro. 


Tho shrewd whito men took ad ran 


tage of this simple patriarchal systci 
by fencing large tracts of hind and sub 
letting to other white absconders wh 
had left tho States just in advance o 
tho sheriff. Seeing how easily mono; 
was to bo made, many Indians follows 
this system, and thus the whitn "in 
trnder" was welcomed and finally in 
vited to their territory. Thisnublt-asin 
continued until now tho whito men ar 
in the majority and occupy tho largi 
quantity of tho most valuable furmin 
and grazing lands. So long as tho In 
dian could livo on his rent revenues li 
would not work, and as tho white ma 
could nofc occupy lands except by leas 
ing, unless ho married an Indian worn 
an, tho Indian had a comparatively eas 
time. 


But with this large emigration lane 


havo become scarce, and a number o 
Indians aro landless. 


When tho lands are allotted, tho In 


dian will not bo permitted to sell h: 
lands. His homestead is also cxcinp 
from sale for past or future debts, an 
his land is exempt from taxation. 


Under tho patriarchal form of gov 


eminent of tho red man there is n 
taxation. Government expenses aro pai 
out of the tribal fund at Washingtoj 
Naturally they object to the obliteri 
tion of their laws and tho stoppages i 
one of their sources of revenue—tl 
leasing of lands to white men. Sine 
the recent development of coal, oil au 
mineral lands by syndicates leasing hi 
bficomo a largo source of revenu 
While tho government will allot tl 
lands individually, all mineral land 
including any tin allotments made, ai 
reserved to tho territory and are lease 
by tho interior department. The India 
grunts his disapproval at this "bi 
lawt" made in favor of corporation 
Ho thinks that the mineral lands sboiv 
also bo allotted and that he ia certain: 
entitled to any that -may ho discovert 
on his allotment after it has been give 
to him. A white man would roaso 
likewise, unless he was trying to gn 
the Indian's land. 


Tho Indians naturally claim tbi 


they alone aro the proper onea to sa 
who shall become citizens of the ton- 
tory and that they alone havo the log 
right to make the allotment of the 
lands. Tho lands belong to Iho citino 
of each nation under treaties, and tl 
government is acting in bad fnifh 
thus abrogating the treaties made wi 
Iheir tribal governments. This is wl 
many of the Seminoles and Kiokapo 
havo refused to take their allotment* 
land and aro emigrating to Me*i 
They imlieva the whito men will eve 
tually get oil of their Imidtt anyway.

LONDON, Sept. 13.—When from any 


reason any Americans wish to "take 
lodgings" in Loudoii, the first thing 
they should do is to get a fall nnder- 
standing of the fact that 5 shillings ia 
a dollar's worth and a punnd $5; other- 
wise they are liable to become very ex- 
tra vngtmt. Later, ii penny will look big- 
ger than u shilling did »t first It ii 
hard to overcome the feeling tlmt the 
unit of a pound means more than the 
dollar nnit, and so in looking for lodg- 
ings 20 and 30 shillings a w«ck is about 
the average of a decent little parlor with 
a small bedroom fnrnished. Bat, pat 
into American, it wonld mean from 
$30 to $UQ a, month rent for those two 
small rooms, with coal, gas, attenutince 
and the washing of the bed linen all 
extra. Of course there are cheaper and 
dearer places. 


These prices obtain in and about 


Bloonisbnry, which is within a short 
distance of tho British iimsenm and 
other places that Americans like to 
visit. Wear Regent's park there are also 
thousands of "lodgings," and the aver- 
age price and accommodations exist 
there also. 


The food supply is the nest qnestiou. 


Usually the landlady markets for hei 
lodgers, taking their orders for each 
eeparate meal daring the day, for it is 
rare that provisions for more than one 
day uro made, except Sunday. It ia 
curious to the newcomer to see the waj 
of marketing, and she feels as though 
it wonld cost next to nothing to live in 
London when she sees a little dab ol 
butter on a cabbage leaf for "tup- 
pence," a roll or a bnn for a, penny, a 
loaf for "thrippeneo" or more, accord- 
ing to efoc, one mutton chop for about 
livepence, a penn'orth of milk and a 
ha'penny bnnch of cross, which alto- 
gether forms your breakfast, with a pot 
of strong tea or a couple of eggs at 
"tuppence" and a jar of bitter orange 
marmalade. But never ask for coffee, 
for the British lodging house keeper can- 
not make cofT<;o fit to drink. Few pota- 
toes uro served and still fewer vegetal-*' 
bleu. 


There are no okras, no eggplants, no 


beets, yellow* turnips, white beans or 
com. 
Green pens mid asparagus, salad 


cress and tomatoes, cabbage, onions and 
white turnips are nil the vegetables 
they use. tmd nil arc very dear in com- 
parison with mentis and that, I sup- 
pose, is why tho Englishman falls back 
on cnld beef, beer and cheese and bread.

In lodgings you are expected to hav« 


a good sized "joint" Sunday, which 
you iiinet polish off cold during tho first 
days of the week.

Tho latter ii 
for your tea tilings, bread, cheese, etc., 
and tho remains of your meals, except 
whatever yon may bo generous enough 
to leave for tho charwoman.

Tho landlady nsually does the mar- 


keting and is in almost every instanca 
scrupulously honest in returning yoni 
change, and she probably can buy 
cheaper than you can. But as the Eng- 
lish menu does not always snit Ameri- 
can tastes it would ho well to do your 
own catering, buying what you like 
best, and leave it to the tender mercies 
of tho landlady to cook, or you can take 
part of your meals elsewhere. 


But beware of the delusion of pen- 


nies, ha'pence, "fardens" and shillings. 


Keep strict account of your expenses 


and often reckon them up in dollars, aa 
you will find that your weekly expense 
will be $ir» or ?IG. 


Sometimes two or three young ladies 


or other persons club together and in 
that way reduce rent at least. Make all 
stipulations regarding your domestic 
affairs before you take tho rooms. For 
instance, reserve tho right to make 
your own coffee, etc. 


The landlady will agree before you 


lake the rooms and keep her agreement, 
hut beware how you encroach thereaft- 
er. Lifo in lodgings isindependqnt, and 
having your private table is pleasant, 
and if yon choose to livo on broad ami 
cheese and tea. it- in till right if you will 
only allow your landlady to prepiu'fl 
them for you, and she will respect yon 
aa uinch as if you lived extravagantly.

Another influence that has warred 


upon Hie. marriage relation has been 
polygamy in Utah.

You might as well think that you can 
have an arm in a slate of mor|ilieat ion 
and yet the whole body not In- sickened 
as to have any territories or slates 
poly gaumed and yet. the body of 1 lu- 
nation not. feel the putrefaction. Hear 
it, gootl men and women of America, 
that so long ngo as ISii^a law was passed 
by congress forbidding polygamy in the 
territories and in all the places where 
they had jurisdiction. 
Thirty-seven 


years have passed along and nine ad- 
ministrations, yet not u n t i l the passage 
of (he Edmunds law in ISHi! was any 
active policy of poiygamic suppression 
adopted. Armed with all the power of 
government and having an army at then- 
disposal, the tirst brick had not till t lien 
been knocked from that, fortress of lib- 
ertinism.

countries. And it became the nucleus 
of a permanent and tremendous im- 
provement. 


It wns built in eleven years. Less 


than ten years after its completion 
disintegration begun. 
Thirty years 


after that anniversary of Washing- 
ton's birth when Commissioner Vigus 
so dramatically "turned the first 
spadeful of earth," the canal was 
abandoned. 
But its mission was 


more than the handling of freight 
and passengers. 
Its building at- 


tracted "from the east nnd projected 


into the west a tremendous popula- 
tion which fixed the status of a newer 
"Northwest Territory." 
More than 


any one other agency it developed 
that area Virginia ceded to the gen- 
eral government in 1784; and if its 
building helped temporarily to im- 
poverish a state, its legacy of pros- 
perity has helped to enrich a nation. 


It is not surprising that the plan

trust foiled.
